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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 31,32,35,46,71,72 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 31,32 recite the limitation "said fungi" in line 1. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 35 recites the limitation "said essential oil producing plant species" in lines 
1-2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 46 recites the limitation "composition is applied in the soil around the plant" 
in line 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claims 71,72 recite the limitation "said plant species" in line 1. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 24-30,33,34,36-39,42,44,45,47,70,73-76,78-82,86,91 ,96-99,1 17 are 
allowable. The prior art does not teach or suggest instant method wherein the 
composition further comprises bacteria which degrade essential oils or components 
thereof.
